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REMARKS 


1 . It is appreciated that all of the claims are being examined. 

2. The claims have been rewritten to avoid the indefinite and informal 
objections to the Original Claims, and to include the text of 

canceled Claims. 

3. Herstein U.S. Patent 4,973,016 does not disclose mounting the light 
assembly on the ballast 29 with an arcuate vertical plate or on the door jam 
with an L shaped vertical plate. 

4. Metz U.S. Patent 5,709, 458 teaches away from the present invention 
in mounting a lamp 14 for use in an adjacent vehicle 74, instead of in the 
warehouse 70. 

5. Neither reference alone or in combination teaches the present 
invention. 

6. Therefor allowance of the application is requested.
